AMITY, COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION. 


His Majesty the Emperor of Japan and 
being equally désirous of maintaining 
the relations of good understanding which 
happily exist between them, by extending and 
increasing the intercourse between their respec- 
tive States; and being convinced that this 
object cannot better be accomplished than by 
revising the Treaties hitherto existing between 
the two countries, have resolved to complete 
such a revision, based upon principles of equity 
and mutual benefit, and, for that purpose, have 
named as Their Plenipotentiaries, that is to 
say: His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, 
~ ae ApetIAMEL wkespnn nen 5 Ritiebaes , who, after hav- 
ing communicated to each other their Full 
Powers, found to be in good and due form, have 
agreed upon and concluded the following 
Articles : 


Aericie I. 


The subjects or citizens of each of the two 
High Contracting Parties shall have full liberty 
to enter, travel, or reside in any part of the 
territories of the other Contracting Party, and 
shall enjoy full and perfect protection for their 
persons and property. | 

They shall have free and easy access to the 
Courts of Justice in pursuit and defence of their 
rights; they shall be at liberty equally with 
native subjects to choose and employ lawyers, 
advocates and representatives to pursue and de- 
fend their rights before such Courts and in 
all other matters connected with administration 
of justice they shall enjoy all the_rights and 
privileges enjoyed by native subjects. 

In whatever relates to rights of residence, to 
the possession of real estate, goods and effects 
of any kind, to the snccession to real or personal 
estate, by will or otherwise, and the disposal of 
property of any sort and in any manner what- 
soever, the subjects or citizens of each Contract- 
ing Party shall enjoy in the territories of the 
other the same privileges, liberties, and rights, 
and shall be subject to no higher imposts or 
charges in these respects than’ native subjects or 
citizens. 
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The subjects or citizens of each of the Con- 
tracting Parties shall enjoy in the dominions 
of the other entire liberty of conscience, and, 
subject to the laws and regulations, shall enjoy 
the right of private or public exercise of their 
worship, and also the right of burying their 
respective countrymen according to their relig- 
ious customs, in such suitable and convenient 
places as may be established and maintained for 
that purpose. 

They shall not be compélled, under aay 
pretext whatsoever, to pay any charges or taxes 
other or higher than those that are, or may be 
paid by native subjects. 

The subjects or citizens of either of the Con- 
tracting Parties residing in the territories of 
the shall be exempted from all com- 
pulsory military service whatsoever, whether in 
the army, navy, national guard, or militia ; 
from all contributions imposed in lieu of per- 
sonal service; and from all forced loans or 
military exactions or contributions. The duties 
and charges connected with the ownership or 
leasing of lands and other real property, to 
which all subjects of the country may be liable, 


are excepted. 
Arricie II. 


There shall be entire freedom of commerce 
and navigation between the dominions of the 
two High Contracting Parties. 

The subjects or citizens of each of the Con- 
tracting Parties may trade in any part of the 
dominions of the other by wholesale or retail in 
all kinds of prodnce, manufactures, and 
merchandize of lawful commerce, either in 
person or by agents, singly or in partnerships 
with foreigners or native subjects, conforming 
themselves to the laws, police and customs 
regulations of the country like native subjects 
or citizens. 

They shall have liberty freely to come with 
their ships and cargoes to all places, ports, and 
rivers in the territories of the other, which are 
or may be opend to foreign commerce, and 
shall enjoy, respectively, the same treatment in 
matters of industry, manufacture, commerce, 
and navigation as native subjects or citizens, 
without having to pay taxes, imposts, or duties, 
of whatever nature or under whatever denomina- 
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tion levied in the name or for the profit of the 
Government, public functionaries, private 
individuals, corporations, or establishments of 
any kind, other or greater than those paid by 
native subjects or citizens. 


Arrticie III. 


The subjects or citizens of each of the Con- 
‘tracting Parties shall enjoy in the dominions 
of the other the same protection as native 
subjects in regard to patents, trade marks, and 
designs, upon fulfilment of the formalities pre- 
scribed by law. 

Such protection shall mutually be granted 
by each of the Contracting Parties to the sub- 
jects or citizens of the other, as far and as long 
as they are protected in their own country. 


Arricir IV. 


No other or higher duties shall be imposed 
on the importation into the dominions of His 
Majesty the Emperor of Japan of any article, 
the produce or manufacture of the dominions 
(eee aoe , from whatever place arriving; and 
no other or higher duties shall be imposed on 
the importation into the dominions of........ 
of any article, the produce or manufacture of 
the dominions of His Majesty the Emperor of 
Japan, from whatever place arriving, than on 
the like article produced or manufactured in 
any other foreign country ; nor shall any pro- 
hibition be maintained or imposed on the im-

It is agreed by the High Contracting Parties

portation into Japan. The Japanese Govern- 
ment, however, reserves to itself the right to 
restrict or prohibit the importation of any 
article which may injuriously affect or ‘en- 
danger health, property, morals or public 
security. 

It is understood by the Contracting Parties 
that the Japanese Government, in the event of 
its imposing or augmenting any internal duty 
on sake, shoyu, mirin, or tobacco, may im- 
pose « compensatory duty on such articles im- 
ported into Japan, provided such compensatory 
duty, with the Customs duty added, shall not 
exceed the internal tax or duty. 

Import duties payable ad valorem in Japan 
shall be calculated on the actual cost of the 
goods at the place of purchase, production, or 
fabrication, with the addition of the cost of 
insurance, and transportation from the place of 
purchase, production, or fabrication to the port 
of discharge, as well as commission, if any exists. 
The sum thus obtained shall be regarded as the 
dutiable value of the goods, upon which the 
rate of duty provided in the tariff shall be 
paid.

. Any Japanese subject desiring to charter a 
foreign vessel shall apply in writing to the 
Customs Anthorities of the port of charter, 
setting forth in his application all the par- 
ticulars relating to the vessel, so far as it is 
possible to give them, and the name and na- 
tionality of the master. The application shall 
be accompanied by a draft of the charter party, 
to be signed by the owner, master, or agent of 
the vessel; this draft shall mention the object 
of the charter, its duration, and the amount of 
charter money to be paid. Upon the receipt of 
this application the Customs Authorities shall, 
upon the payment of a fee of 50 yen, issue a 
permit to be called the “ charter permit. ” 

The term for which foreign vessels may be 
chartered shall not exceed twelve calendar 
months. At the expiration of the charter, the 
charter-permit shall be returned to the Customs 
Authorities of the port of charter. The charter 
may, however, be renewed and a new charter- 
permit obtained upon the payment of a further 
fee of 50 yen, and upon application being 
made in the sume manner as in the case of the 
original charter. 

In addition to the foregoing fee, chartered 
foreign vessels shall pay,from the date of first 
clearance under charter tonnage and light dues 
at the rate of 2sen per ton for every month, 
or fraction of a month, during which their 
charters continue. 

Chartered . foreign vessels shall carry a dis- 
tinguishing flag, to indicate that the vessels are 
chartered by Japanese subjects. 

They shall, in the same manner as Japanese 
vessels, be obliged to carry mails, when required 
to do so by the Japaness Postal Authorities. 
But such vessels shall, under no circumstances, 
be allowed to carry mails without permission 
from the said authorities. )

as all papers found on board such stranded 


or wrecked ship or ‘vessel, shall be given up 
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to the owners or their agents, when claimed by 
them. If such owners or agents are not on 
the spot, the same shall be delivered to the re- 
spective Consule-General, Consuls, Vice-Con- 
suls, or Consular Agents, upon being claimed 
by them within the period fixed by the laws of 
the country, and such Consular Officers, own- 
ers, or agents shall pay only the expenses in- 
curred in the preservation of the property, 
together with the salvage or other expenses, 
which whould have been payable in the case of 
a wreck of a national vessel.

The undersigned, His Imperial Majesty’s Minister for Foreign Affairs, has the honour 
to announce to ........0+++..+-+++.. that the Imperial Government have reached the determina- 
tion to appoint a number of foreign jurists to act in the capacity of Judges in the Supreme 
Court (Daishin In), and the undersigned is authorized to state on behalf of His Imperial 
Majesty’s Government that when any proceedings, either civil or criminal in which a........... 
subject or citizen is directly interested as a defendant or accused are heard in the Supreme Court, 
either in last or first and last instance, a majority of the Judges hearing such proceedings will 
be Judges of European or American origin. | 

In order to indicate the extent to which ..................... subjects or citizens will be 
able to take advantage of the proposml system, it is proper for the utilersigned to say that 
under the new judicial organization of the Empire, all criminal cases in which the punishment 
exceeds two months imprisonment and a fine of Yen 50 or exceeds a fine of Yen 100 without 
imprisonment may be taken either on appeal or in first and last instance to the Supreme 
Court, and that generally all civil cases where the amount involved exceeds Yen 100 may in 
like manner be carried on appeal to the Supreme Court. 

It is impossible for the Imperial Government to declare in advance how many 
foreign jurists will be thus appointed as Japanese Judges, but the undersigned does not hesi- 
tate to assure ..........-+.+0..+++. that a sufficient number will be employed to perform with 
thoroughness and promptitnde the duties which will be assigned to them. 

The gentlemen to be selected to fill these honourable positions will, snbject only to 
the exception of dismissal for cause, be given a fixed tenure of not less than 4 years, and in 
all other directions equal care will be taken to secure and encourage their complete indepen- 
dence and impartiality. His Imperial Majesty’s Government are, moreover, of opinion that 
. it would be extremely undesirable to permit the Judges of European or American origin to re- 
main even for a limited period subject to the jurisdiction of courts foreign to those in which 
they will be called upon to sit as Judges, and for this reason His Imperial Majesty’s Govern- 
ment deem it essential that the persons selected for the positions should in pursuance of the 
stipulations contained in the Treaty which has this day been concluded between the Govern- 
ments of Japan and make formal submission to the jurisdiction of the Im- 
perial Japanese Courts of Justice. 

The new system which the undersigned has had the honour briefly to outline will be 
put into active operation at the same time the Treaty above referred to takes effect, and it 
will be continued in force without circumscription for the period of 12 years. 

While His Imperial Majesty’s Government will be fully prepared to maintain the 
new system beyond the period named, in the event it is found that that comse is necessary, 
they would nevertheless desire to have it understood that they reserve to themselves the faculty 
of determining at the proper moment whether or not such necessity actually exists.

TRADE REGULATIONS. 


In the following Regulations, when the term “ port” is nsed, withont more par- /efinttions. 
ticular description, it shall be held to mean a port in Japan open to foreign trade ; 
the term “ship” or “ vessel” shall be held to mean every vessel, no matter what her 
rig or size, whether Japanese or foreign, except Japanese junks and Japanese coast- 
ing vessels; the term “master” shall be held to mean the person for the time being 
having or taking charge or command of the ship, without regard to his actual title ; 
the term “ goods” shall be held to comprise all goods with the exception of pas- 
sengers’ baggage and ship’s stores ; “ passengers’ haggage” shall mean such articles 
as are for the personal use of passengers ; and “ship’s stores” shall mean supplies 
provided for subsistence and consumption on board ; when the term “importer ”’ 
is used, it shall be held to include the owners of goods imported, as well as the con- 
signees and their respective agents ; and the term “exporter” shall be held to include 
the owners of goods exported, as well as the consignors, and their agents, respectively ; 
when time is expressed as limited by the hour or day, Sundays and Customs holidays 
are excluded ; if by the month or year, such holidays are included. 


Arricie I. 


The Customs Authorities shall have the right to place Customs officers on board Customs  off- 
of any ship arriving in a port, and the master of every such ship shall answer, as far CO” may be 
as possible, every question retating to the ship, cargo, passengers, crew, or voyage aut ah 
that may be put to him by the Customs officer who boards the ship, and shall fill 
up the entries in the boarding book. 

The Customs officers shall have free access to all parts of the ship, for any 

purpose connected with the administration of the Customs or for the parpose of 
measuring Or ascertaining the dutiable tonnage of the ship. They may remain on 
board until all the goods laden therein are landed, or until the departure of the ship. 
They shall also have power to fasten down, and lock, or seal hatchways, or other 
entrances to the hold, and to lock up, seal, mark, or otherwise secure any gools on 
bourd of such ship ; they shall, moreover, be treated with civility, and such reasonable 
accommodation as the ship affords shall be allotted to them. 

Refusal or neglect on the part of the master of a ship to comply with the 


stipulations of this Article, or with any of them, shall render such master liable to a 
fine of 25 yen.

Within 48 hours after the arrival of a ship in a port, the master shall deliver P4thin 48 
to the Customs Authorities, during their office hours, the receipt of the Consul of hours after 
his nationality showing that he has deposited the ship’s papers at the Consulate ; awe ee 
in the event of there being no Consul of the vessel’s nationality in such port, or of en m 
the ship being under the Japanese flag, the master shall deposit the ship’s papers at 9,J’s recet pt 
the Custom House.

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date and time of arrival, thé number and, if required, the names of the passengers, 
and the number of the crew. The master shall at the same time deposit with the 
Customs Authorities a written manifest of his cargo, setting forth the marks, num- 
ber, quantity, and description of the packages and their contents as they are described 
in the bill of lading, and, if known, the names of the consignees; he shall, to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, certify to the correctness of the particulars con- 
tained in the manifest, and shall sign his name to the same. A list of the ship’s 
stores signed by the.master shall also be filed with the manifest. Prior to making 
entry of the ship as aforesaid the master shall deliver to the Customs Authorities 
for inspection, the Certificate of Register or other national papers showing the ton- 
nage of the ship. 


Arricie IIL. 


Vessels which remain in port less than 48 hours and vessels driven into port by 
stress of weather, or in distress, shall not be required to enter at the Customs or to 
hand in manifests or lists of ship’s stores, unless they land, ship or tranship cargo or 
land or take on board passengers or mails. The masters of such vessels shall, however, 
report their arrival at the Customs and the causes that exempt them from entering 
at the Customs. 


Arriciz IV. 


Any Master who shall fail to make due entry of his vessel at the Custom Hons 
within the time prescribed by Article II hereof shall pay a fine of 60 yen for each 
period of 24 hours, or fraction thereof, during which he shall neglect to make entry. 


Arricite V. 


If any error is discovered in the manifest it may be corrected within 48 hours 
after the deposit of the manifest without the payment of any fee, but for every altera- 
tion or post entry to the manifest which is made after that time a fee of 3 yen shall 
be paid. 

If any goods forming part of the cargo of a ship are omitted from the manifest, 
or are incorrectly described therein, the master of the vessel shall pay a fine equal in 
amount to the value of the merchandise so omitted or incorrectly described. 

This fine shall not, however, be incurred, if it shall be proved to the satisfaction 
of the Superintendent of Customs, or of the Court trying the case, that sich omis- 
sion or incorrret description was not made wilfully or with fraudulent intent. In 
such case the manifest may be corrected in the manner above prescribed.

on any day from the Ist October to the Ist March, except by special permission of 
the Customs Authorities, who shall be entitled to reasonable fees for the extra duty 
thus performed.

At such times, and within the hours above specified, the hatches and " 
all other parts of the ship where cargo is stored may be secured by the Customs 
Authorities, and if any person shall without due permission open any entrance, or break, 
or remove any seal, mark, lock, or fastening that has been affixed by the said Customs 
officials, not only the person so offending but also the master of the ship shall 
be liable to a penalty of 100 yen, unless it shall be proved to the satisfaction of the 
Court before which the offence is tried that the act in question was the result of 
accigent, and was not done wilfully.

If such invoice as above described is not produced, or if its absence is not satis-

The manifest of the ship having been lodged at the Custom House, as provided 
in the Trade Regulations, the owner or consignee of cargo desiring to store goods in 
the Government Bonded Warehouses of the Japanese Government must deliver at 
the Custom House an application for storage, called a warehouse entry, describing 
the’ marks, numbers, and contents of all packages for which storage is required, in 
the form marked “ A.” 


Arricie II. 


If no valid objection exists, the Custom Honse Authorities will authorize 
storage to be provided in the Government Bonded Warehouses for the goods named 
in the warehousing entry, and the goods can then be warehoused, but no goods can 
be received into the Government Bonded Warehouses unless a warehousing entry for 
the same shall have been duly passed by the Custom House Authorities. 


Arricrie IIL. 


On the completion of delivery at the Government Bonded Warehouses of the 
merchandise for which a warehousing entry has been passed, a receipt for such goods, 
called a warrant, in the form marked “B,” will be issued to the consignee or 
owner of the goods. This document will be sealed both by the Superintendent of 
the Government Bonded Warehouses and by the Customs Authorities. Whenever 
the delivery of goods under a warehouse entry extends over more than one day, a 
provisional receipt for the quantities stored at the Government Bonded Warehouse 
shall be granted by the officer in charge day by day until completion of delivery, 
and pending the issue of the warrant.

REGULATIONS FOR THE ExTRapiTION or Fuai- 
Tive CRIMINALS. 


Article L—In these Regulations the term. 
"Treaty Power” means a foreign Power with 

which the Empire of Japan has: or may hereafter 
: have an Extradition Treaty. 
| The term “ Extradition Crime” means one of 
Treaty with a Treaty Power. The term “ Fugitive 
Criminal” means any person not a Japanase sub- 
ject who is accused or convicted of an extradition 
crime committed within the jurisdiction of any 
Treaty Power, who has taken or is suspected of 
having taken or being about to take refuge within 
the jurisdiction of the Empire of Japan. 

It shall also include Japanese subjects :-- 


1. If the Extradition Treaty between the Empire 
and the demanding Treaty Power provides 
for the mutual surrender of their respective 
subjects or citizens. 

2. If the Extradition Treaty makes the surrender 
of subjects or citizens discretionary, and the 
demanding Treaty Power shall have signified 
its readiness to reciprocally surrender its sub- 
jects or citizens under similar circumstances. 


Article I1.—Whenever the extradition of a fugi- 
tive criminal is requested by a Treaty Power, and 
steps are to be taken with a view to his surrender, 
the provisions of the Regulations shall be complied 
with. 

Article 111.—A fugitive criminal shall not 
surrendered in the following cases :-— 


1. If the offence in respect of which his sur- 
render is requested is of a political character. 


2. If he satisfactorily prove that the requisition 
for his surrender has in fact been made with 
a view to try or punish him for an offence ofa 
political character. 


Article [V.—A fugitive criminal who has been 
accused of some offence within Japanese jurisdic- 
tion, not being the offence for which his surrender 
is requested, or who is undergoing sentence in 
Japan, shall not be surrendered until after he has 

obtained his discharge by expiration of his sentence 
i] or otherwise. 

Article V.—A fugitive criminal shall be liable 
to be apprehended and surrendered to a Treaty 
Power for an extradition crime committed before 
the conclusion of the Treaty with such Power. 

e VIL—A fugitive criminal shall also be 
liable to be apprehended and surrendered for an 
extradition crime although the Japanese courts 
may have concurrent jurisdiction over such crime, 
if in the opinion of the Minister of Justice, the 
ends of justice will be subserved by such surrender. 

Article VIL.—All warrants of arrest issued under 
these Regulations shall be enforceable in all parts 
ofthe Empire,

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Article VILE—If a fugitive criminal is claimed 
by two or more Treaty Powers, on account of 
crimes committed within their jurisdiction, the 
surrender shall be made according to priority of 
demand, unless an agreement to the contrary be 
made between the Treaty Powers making the 
requisition. 

Article IX.—The Minister of Justice may upon 
the request of the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
order one or more Head Public Pi ocurators (F6- 
seki Kenji) to issue a warrant for the provisional 


arrest of a fugitive criminal according to form I. to 
these Regulations annexed. : 

Such request should only be made by the Mini- 
ster for Foreign Affairs after he has received in- 
formation in writing or by telegraph from a Treaty 
Power through the proper channel that a warrant 
has been issued for the arrest of the criminal, and 
an assurance that his surrender will be requested 
in due form. 

Article X.—Whien any person has been appre- 
hended under a warrant of provisional arrest he 
shall be discharged from custody unless a requisi- 
tion for surrender shall be made within a reason- 
able time not exceeding two months. Such dis- 
charge shall not, however, prevent the subsequent 
arrest and surrender of any person so apprehended. 

When a requisition for surrender of a person 


held under a warrant of provisional arrest has 
been made, a warrant of arrest in accordance with 
Form II. annexed shall be issued and the warrant 
of provisional arrest shall be returned. 

Article X1.—Subject tothe exception in Article |. 
IX. provided for, no person shall be arrested 
with a view to extradition until a requisition shall 
have been made through the channel named in 
the Treaty under which extradition is claimed, in 
manner following :— 


1. In the case of a person accused,the requisi- 
tion shall be accompanied : 


(a.) by an authenticated copy of the warrant of 
arrest purporting to have been issued by a 
duly authorized official of the country in which 
the acts charged against the accused are 
alleged to have been committed; and : 


(4.) by authenticated copies “of the depositions 
or statements on which such warrant of arrest 
was issued. 


2. In the case of a person convicted the requisi- 
tion shall be accompanied by a copy of the 
sentence of the court in which he was con- 
victed, authenticated under its seal. 


Article XI1L.—Upon receipt of a requisition for 
surrender the Minister for Foreign Affairs shall, if 
the case is one falling under an Extradition Treaty, 
transmit the requisition with its accompanying 
documents to the Minister of Justice. 

The Minister of Justice shall upon their receipt, 
and if he considers there be due cause, order the 
Head Public Procurator of any place where the 
fugitive criminal is believed to be or is expected 
to come to issue a warrant for his arrest. 

Article XI1L.—A Head Public Procurator, upon 
receipt of the order from the Minister of Justice in 
Article XII. mentioned, shall issue a warrant of 
arrest. Such warrant shall be according to Form 
II. to these Regulations annexed. 

Article XIV.—When the person claimed shall 
have been apprehended, whether provisionally or 
otherwise, he shall be brought before the Head 
Public Procurator who issued the warrant, or the 
Head Public Procurator within whose district he 
has been apprehended. 

Such Procurator shall immediately inform the 
Minister of Justice of such arrest. 

The Minister .of Justice shall cause to be for- 
warded to him so soon as may be practicable 
unless the discharge of the person arrested shall 
have been ordered, a copy of the requisition for 
surrender and the documen's accompanying the 
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the Head Public Procurator before whom he is ]

Article XVII. —No fugitive criminal shall be |

Article XVIIL—The Minister of Justice shall 
issue a warrant of surrender only in the following 
cases : 


1. In the case of a person accused of an extradi- 
tion crime, provided the evidence of crimina- 
lity appears to him sufficient according to the 
law of Japan to justify his commital for trial 
if the crime or offence of which he is accuséd 
had been committed in Japan. 

In the case of a person convicted, if he ts 
satished that the person has been convicted 
by a competent court. 


Article XIX.—Persons convicted by judgment 
in default (12 contumaciam) shall for the purpose 
of these Regulations, and unless it be otherwise 
stipulated by the Treaty with the Treaty Power 
demanding the extradition, be considered as per- 
sons accused, and not as persons convicted. 


Article XX.—When any person arrested has 
been discharged, or when a warrant for his surren- 
der has been issued, the Minister of Justice shall 
return to the Minister for Foreign Affairs the re- 
quisition for surrender and its accompanying docu- 
'ments along with a short statement of the course 
taken and the reasons therefor. 


Article XXI.—No person shall he detained after 
the issue of a warrant of surrender for more than 
one month. If he be not conveyed out of the 
Japanese Empire within that time, he shall be 
discharged from custody unless good cause be 
shown to the contrary. 


Article XXI1.—All articles seized which were in 
the possession of the person to be surrendered at 
the time of his apprehension shall, unless for good 
reason to the contrary, be given up to the person 
or persons who receive him when the extradition 
takes place. 


Article XXII1.—The Minister of Justice may 
upon request of the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
authorize the passage through the territory or the 
territorial waters of. Japan, of any person who has 
been surrendered by one foreign power to another. 

Such request should only be made by the Mint- 
ster for Foreign Affairs, after receiving an applica- 
tion through the proper channel from the Govern- 
mert to which the surrendered person is being 
conveyed, accompanied by a duly authenticated 


copy of the warrant of surrender, and in the 
absence of treaty stipulations on the subject be 
tween the Empire of Japan and the Government 
making the application, an assurance that, under 
similar circumstances, said Government would re- 
ciprocally authorize the conveyance through its 
territory or territorial waters of persons surrendered 
by third Powers to the Empire of Japan.

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TOKIO ENGLISH LAW SCHOOL. 
_ ee —— 


She ceremony of conferring diplomas on gradu- 
ates of the English” Law School in Tokyo took 
pmce of the zil in the School’s wew build- 
ing, a solid brick Structure of large size and in. 
posing appearance. This school, concerning which 
notices have already appeared in our columns 
from time to time, was established in July, 1888, by 
a number of graduates of the Lmperial University, 
whose object was to supply wants which were then 
acutely felt, the absence of efficient instruction in 
English and American law, the deficiency of good 
text books, and the won-existence of a suitable 
library of reference. The preliminary arrange- 
ments having been duly carried through by a 
Committee consisting of Messrs. I. Takahashi, 
R. Masujima, K. Okayama, and K. ‘Takahashi, the 
school was formally opened on September toth, 
1885 (under the director-ship of Mr. Masujima, 
Mr. Shibuya being manager) with 97 students. 
The curriculum of the institution was fixed 
lo extend over three years, but in July, 1886, 


_ in the original language, and to facilitate this work

four students received diplomas, having so tar 
advanced in their studies at other schools as 
to be at once placed in the senior class. Ata 
very early stage in the work of the school it was 
decided to distribute notes of the lectures.among 
such as were prevented by various causes from 
attending the classes, and the estimation in which 
this concession was held may be judged from the 
fact that there were no fewer than 420 applications 
for participation in the benefit. Special arrange. 
ments were also made for the examination, with a 
view to graduation, of such as cared to come for- 
ward after studying on the basis of these tran- 
scripts of the lectures. In June, 1886, a second 
course was formed for the study of English law 


the school authorities decided, in view of the scar- 
city of English text books, to reprint standard 
wotks for the use of the students. This departure 
proved so successful, 40 students applying for leave 
to take the course, that it was resolved to instruct 


the first course alsoin English. In December, 1886, | 


the school passed under the control of the Imperial | 


University; in February following it became 
custodian of the Takahashi Law Library, found. 
ed in remembrance of Mr. Takahashi Isshé, 
one of its most earnest promoters, who had 
died in the interval; in June, 1887, the increase 
in the number of students tendered necessary 
the erection of large and new buildings, the 
Minister of State for Justice having in the pre- 
vious April, in recognition of the important work 
performed by the school, intimated an annual 
grant of 5,000. yen in aid of its funds. In 1887 
18 students graduated; and in 1888, fifty-one. 
The ceremony of the 7th instant was conducted 
with much simplicity. Seats had been placed on 
the east side of the large lecture hall for the visi- 
tors, foreign and Japanese, among whom were 
Viscount Yamao, Me. Mitsukuri, Vice-Minister of 
State for Justice, the Honorable Mr. Hubbard, 
U.S. Minister, anaes Okamura, Judge Jamieson, 

ourt at Kanagawa, Mr. Troup, 
H.B.M. Consul at Yokohama, Messrs. Piggott, 
Lowder, Ki: kwood, and many other. distinguished 
officials, legal luminaries, newspaper editors, and 
private gentlemen. On the opposite side of the 
room aud in the wide verandah, the students were 
assembled in dense masses, the graduates and 
prize winners being seated immediately in front of 
the rostrum where the officials charged with the 
duty of conducting the ceremony took their places, 
The students exhibited a strong tendency to make 


themselves heard as well as seen, and more than 
one pretty stern remonstrance was needed to induce 
them to cease interruptions which, though perhaps 
not altogether intentional, certainly seemed to show 
that the study of law does not always educate a due 
sense of order and decorum, The proceedings 
opencd by a speech from Judge Okamura, of the 
Yokohama Coart of First Instance, one of the lee- 
turers at the School. He was followed by Mr. Masu 

jima, the Director. Mr. Mutsukuri then briefly 
explained the unavoidable absence of the Minister 
of State for Justice, and the Hon. Mr. Hubbard 
subsequently addressed the students in a long 
speech which was vehemently applauded. The

Judge OxaMuURA said:—I need not remind 
you that this institution owes its existence to 
the efforts of several graduates of the Imperial 
University who, finally in July, 1885, found 
themselves in a position to establish it on lines 
with which you are now familiar. Nor need 
1 refer to the course of events in regard to 
the school up tll December, 1887, as full men 
tion has been made of its work at successive 
graduation ceremonies. I shall, however, trouble 
you with a brief report of what has been done 
since the beginning of 1888. In January the evec- 
tion of the new buildings of the school was com 
pleted, and in February following a combined 
opening and New Yeas ceremony took place. In 
May we received an intimation that the superin- 
tendence exercised over the institution by the Pre- 
sident of the University had ceased; in July tMe 
Minister of State for Education formally acknow- 
ledged and sanctioned our routine of instruction ; 
in November a preparatory course in Pnglish was 
established with the view of affording instruction 
in that language not only to those who wish to 
study law but to those who desire to devote 
themselves to other branches: and in December 
the construction of additional premises, rendered 
necessary by the increase in our students, begun 
in November, was completed. Let me now state 
to you the condition of our affairs so that you may 
understand whether we have declined or prospe:ed. 
The total number of students connected with the 
institution is 4,786, of whom 1,657 are daily atten. 
dants and 3,123 are what we call out-students, who 
subscribe for the notes of our lectures. In Septem- 
ber, 1885, we had go students of our Japanese 
course; now we have 1,056, or an increase of 966; 
in June, 1886, we had 40 in our English course; 
at present we have 1,406, or an increase of 1,366; 
of out-students we had in July, 1885, 420, now 
we have 3,123, or an increase of 2,703. In July, 
1886, we had 4 graduates, in October 1887, 18, 
and in July 1888, 51. The present staff of in- 
structors is in law 44, and in English 12; there are 
19,124 volumes in the Library (costing 25,518.66 
yen) of which 14,930 are foreign and 4,194 
Japanese. As has already keen stated, the chief 
aim of the school has beet training im the practical 
application of law, which is the strength of the 
English and American systems. I do not think 
| shall be regarded as ostentatious if I point 
to several measures which have all been di- 
rected to the same end: the establishment, 
first, of the out-students’ course; second, of the 
study of law in the original language and the 
reprinting of books in English so as to place 
them within the reach of the students; third, of 
the English preparatory course; and fourth the 
opening of a library by which the students obtain 
access to thousands of valuable books. Alll these 
enterprises have been highly successful, and other 
schools have even imitated us, especially in respect 
of out-students’ course, the publication of notes of 
the lectures, the study of law in the original langu- 
age and the reprinting of text books. This I think 
is a strong proof that we are pursuing good and 
sound methods, and that we benefit not only our 
own but other students. We shall not content our- 
selves, however, with what has been done ; we shall 
not fail to effect improvement in whatever direction 
it may appear advisable, and we trust we may in 
yet other respects evoke the approbation of the 
public and the imitation of other institutions. 

Mr. Masujima said—Gentlemen, in accordance 
with custom, I will address this audience of differ- 
ent nationalities in English. I have the satis- 


faction of knowing that, as you will soon find, | 


some of our students have advanced far enough to 
show their appreciation of English speeches. I 
have had much pleasure in performing the pleas- 
ant duty that has just been brought to a close, 
and now in sending our graduates out into the 
world to engage in practicallife. I cannot resist 
the temptation to say a few words of advice (if 
I may so speak) tothem. I take it that the object 
of education is to ennoble the qualities, to cultivate 
the beauty and to develop the capacity for activity 
and usefulness of the mind. Systematic instruc- 
tion in any science ought to lead to those results, 
How far you graduates have benefited by the 
training you have received here remains to be 
demonstrated by your career during many years 
to come. One thing I would ask you to carry 
with you always, a sense of your responsibilities— 
not responsibility in the law practitioner’s narrow

sense of the word, but your social responsibilities 
as members of society. The higher you ascend 
the greater will be that sense, and the better will 
you understand ts meaning. For educated men, 
such as you are, bear very grave respousibilities, 
You must, by the nobility of your actions and 
, chatacter, prove yourselves worthy of the age and 
of the education that you have received; you 
must be examples to others, especially to the 
students of sister schools, and thus sustain the 
honourable position of this institution as the pio- 
neer of private law schools; and you must be the 
guardians of every interest and right rather than 
the slaves of the Srey tay em which we are told is 
| to be granted atno distant date. May you enjoy 
long, useful, and noble lives as members of this Km. 
pire and as makers of some portion of the history of 
this enlightened era of our August Sovereign ; may 
you be useful first to yourselves atid then to the 
nation! How much of this you will achieve, fa- 
ture events will tell. To-day’s exercises are in 
honour of the opening of additional buildings as 
well as in celebration of the graduation ceremony, 
The Minister of Justice whom we hoped to see 
among us is unfortunately prevented by indisposi- 
tion from fulfilling his engagement, but the Hon,

The Hon. R. B. Hupparp, United States Mi- 
nister, was the next speaker. His Excellency 
_ said :—Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Anglo- 
American Law School of Japan, you have honoured 
me with an invitation to be present to-day, ex- 
pressed in such terms of cordial regard for my 
country that | gladly make. proffer of myself, as 
its representative, in response to that friendly com- 
mand, It ts an occasion of great and peculiar 
interest to all English-speaking people, and indeed, 
which marks a steady avd onward and even 


rapid march, in the pathway towards the highest 


political and intellectual tiiumphs of any nation. 
You have met to confer the degrees of Bachelor of 
Law upon filty-three young ygentlenten “ native 
and to the manor born,” who, having just com- 
pleted their law course under the instruction of 
learned instructors, have been honoured with 


these expressive testimonials of confidence in their 
learning of the law. Your institution was baptized, 
so to speak, by the name of “ Anglo-Ametican,” 
in which you propose to teach the principles and 
practice of the laws and tribunals of England 


and America—laws and principles which have 
been preserved and handed down in the decisions 
of their great courts from ancient days, and in the 
text books of their great authors and illustrious 
jurists, from Blackstone and Coke and Eldon to 
our own Story and Kent and Cooly. The original 
design of the founding of such an institution in 
the Far East, by a people of a different language 
and religion and civilization and traditions, was, by 
many otf your own people, as well as by some of 
the subjects of the Treaty Powers across the 
seas, looked upon at first as a visionary experi- 
ment, at best, and like an 
doomed to founder and go down on anknown and 
dangerous shores. ‘These birds of evil omen have 
croaked in vain! Asa Representative of one of 
the two great English speaking nations of the 
earth (and who stood god-lather at your birth), I 
stand wm the presence of the bench and bar of the 
Empire, and before these thousands of young 
gentlemen engaged in the study of the law, | 
congratulate you and them, one and all, on having 
passed safely beyond the period of doubtful es- 
istence into a vigorous manhood, which bids de- 
fiance to old age and decay! My Government 
and countrymen, always your friends, from away 
bac\ in the historic times when Commodore Perry 
wegotiated the first Treaty of Amity and Com- 
merce with Japan, over a third of a century ago, 
to this good hour,—my count: ymen, with all their 
prejudices in your favour, will scarcely believe me 
when I briefly recount your marvellous progress, 
the then and the now, of your most rematkable 
judicial and political history. In 1885, when I 
first came to these Mospitable shores, and was 
greeted as au American citizen, who gladly bore 
the instructions of his Government to cultivate the 
ancient relations of friendship of our respective 
lands ;—in 1885 aud inthe good month of Septem- 
ber (which you callthegth month of the 16th year of 
Meiji)—I received an invitation in common with 
my colleague the British Minister to attend the or- 
ganization and founding ‘of this “Anglo-American 
| Law School.” I gladly recall that day and the

grateful astonishment, if 1 may so speak, with 


which such an announcement fellon my ears. I re- 
call the fact as vividly as if yesterday. It was in one 
of those picturesque Chayas on the banks of your 
beautiful Sumida-gawa that these evangelists of 
the bar of Japan who had themselves drank freely 
from the fountains of oue Law Institutions of the 
West, both in England and America, invited us | 
to witness the inaiguration of this brave and 
hazardous undertaking. It was then and there, 
few in numbers, but strong in resolution, that these 
pioneers of the bar of “ New Japan” laid the 
“corner stone” of an Institution, on which they 
have builded wisely, and which, as the figures 
show, is to-day a great and permanent educational 
establishment of the Empire. But “ facts speak 
louder than words” and to the record of your his- 
tory, as furnished me by your President and your 
official catalogues, let me refer but for a moment. 
These statistics are as follows :—This institution 
was opened in September, 1885, with a curriculum 
as complete as is found in the law schools of Eng- 
land and America. On July roth, 1886, diplomas 
were awarded to four graduates in law. In July 
of the same year, a class was constituted of such 
young men of Japan who from want of means 
could not attend law schools in person. ‘This class 
read a general course of law lectures prepared at 
stated times by the Professors, printed (as deli- 
vered in the attending classes) and sent out to 
each member of the non-attending class. This 
class numbered at first only 420. In June, 1886, a 
second course was established for instruction en- 
tirely in English law text books. The number of 
students attending this special course was forty. 
In 1887, there were eighteen graduates; in 1888 
fifty-one graduates. In 1885 the number of re- 
gular students was 340; subscribers to lecture 
course 822. In 1886 the number of regular stu- 
dents was 560; subcribers to lecture course 1,870. 
In 1887 the number of regular students was 
1,100; subscrilers to lecture course 2,913. In 1888, 
the number of regular attending students was 1,406; 
subscribers to lecture course 3,123—a total for 1888 
of 4,529, from a beginning of 340 regular at- 
tendants and 822 lecture course students in 1885. 
In this connection I must point to the remarkable 
evidence of industry and devotion to duty of your 
instructors, when Lread that you sent out to the 
non-attending lecture course class for 1885, 3,500 
copies of printed law lectures; in 1886, 85,400 
copies; and in 1887, 142,500 copies of the same. 
Your library, accessible to all students, consists of 
14,930 foreign and 4,194 Japanese law books, or a 
total of 19,124 volumes! The name of this 
magnificent Library of law books, inferior in num- 
ber to only a few, very few, of English and 
American Law-Libraries—and superior to three- 
fourths of them, to put it mildly—has been worthily 
bestowed. It bears the honored name of ** Taka- 
hashi” who was among the first to suggest the 
establishment of this institute and gave it his time 
aud largely of his means to found it in wisdom 
and strength. He was also founder of the modern 
Tokio Bar and its leader by right. Now that he 
has passed beyond the fabled river, and appeared 
before a greater and juster than any earthly 
tribunal, we may cherish his memory here and 
around the globe, wherever the English tongue is 
spoken on land or on sea. Here, with a building 
rivalling in cost and dismensions and architecture 
similar temples of learning in the West, where 
thousands of your youth shall drink from the 
“fountains of justice”’ and where the coming 
men of Japan shall gather the treasures of learn- 
ing alike of the Occident and of the Orient; 
here among the thousands of volumes of a great 
Library bearing his name, his monument is 
already reared more enduring than of metal 
or of marble! Here you may well inscribe as his 
epitaph the memorable inscription of Sir Chris- 
topher Wren in the crypt of St. Paul's :—‘Si monu- 
mentum vequiris, circumspice! These remark- 
able figures, just spoken from the authentic record, 
will sound, as I have already intimated, like a 
fairy tale of fiction to our countrymen towards 
the sun-set. Let me assure you, my friends, that 
the scales will fall from the eyes of the incredulous, 
when they read these statements of facts which 
constitute a part of your record, and on which the 
final judgment of all civilized nations, suggesting 
no dimunition thereof, must be favorably and justly 
rendered and without any mandate for a “* correc- 
tion of errors.” TI promised to be brief in the. 
beginning of this address, with which the reporters | 
I hope will deal kindly in their copy for the 
printers ;, but I cannot without making the 


enquiry, what does all this mean for Japan and its 
future? | venture to answer my own question, 
It means progress in the noblest sense ; advance- 
ment in the right paths; achievements on blood- 
less fields of national glory and renown. It meatis 
that feudalism has indeed gone, with the rightful 
restcration of the Imperial line of rulers, who trace 
back tlteir unbroken, lineage to over 600 years 
before the Christian era! It means that Japan— 
ve Japan of the last one-third of a century—and 
of to-day, has been and is to be a government of 
just laws, and of enlightened administration, 
political and judicial. It is evidence of) the 
approach of the dawn of that brighter day pro- 
mised neatly a decade ago, by your Emperor, 
that you should have a written Constitution, an 
organic law, recognizing and securing the rights 
of person and property, of life and liberty—re- 
ligious as well as politicalin the year 1890.* 
ln less than ten days from this good time you 
have an Imperial promise of the realization of this 
great event so long looked for by your country- 
men. Your progress in education in universities, 
normal and common schools, as freely offered as 
in the boasted systems of the New World or of 
Europe, giving to all the children of your 38 mil- 
lions of people opportunities for elementary and 
higher education ;"your progress in the artol war, 
in the possession of a disciplined army and navy 
—the best equipped of any Asiatic natio®y your 
progress in the development of material power, 
by railways and telegraphs and re 4 and 
electric lights (the latter three of wht y Tbe 
pardoned a national pride, not vanity, im saying 
are of American birth ?), from the inventive genius 
of Morse and Edison and Bell; now unitiny and 
illuminating these islands with a net-work of steel 
and wire; and your steamship lines connecting 
injJand rivers with the sea, to all the towns and 
cities of your coast; your progress in finance, wit! 
which your Government has paid all just obliga- 
lions incurred in peace and in war, and has re- 
deemed your promises on paper with a specie- 
dollar at par, thus establishing a credit at home 
and abroad among all nations; a tolerance in 
statesmanship, by which, while ninety-nine out of 
every hundred of your population still worship at 
other tian Christian shrines, nevertheless Cliris- 
tianity, heralded by its host of noble men and 
women from Western lands is free to go all over 
the Empire, and to be preached to “ every creature 
in the spirit of the great commission "while all 
these things are (rue, and proofs of an unprecedented 
history, yet of them all I regard the progress of 
the leaders of Japan in founding Law Schools and 
seeking a wise system of laws, and judicial tribu- 
nals and the administration of justice as the “ key 
stone of the arch” of that riper civilization which 
has *fcome to stay.” Armies and navies and 
educational diffusion of knowledge, and finance 
and toleration and all those serts of things are 
incalculably important; but without well regulated 
systems of laws and practice, the life and liberty 
and property of the subject are staked on the hazard 
of a die, or on the good or vicious temper, the 
wise or ignorant administration of the courts, or 
the venality or bloodthiestiness of Ministers or 
Rulers! So speako the living present the voices 
of all history, coming down to us with warn- 
ings from the ages! Justice and stability in 
the decisions and administrations of courts, 
when expounding and executing the laws founded 
in wisdom and touched and tempered in applica- 
tion by the mercy of the political and pardoning 
power of the State ;—these constitute the true foun- 
dation of the greatness of commonwealths and 
nations, and the security of all popolar rights 
from the peasant to the King. “Law,” as my 
young friends have often read ten Blackstone, is 
a “rule of action prescribed by the chief power 
in the State,” &c. That chicf power in England 
and Ametica is the combined product of the Legis- 
lative, Judicial and Executive will. I[ cannot 
tax your time with a discussion of the historical 
fact—lamiliar already to you. How can you 
expect wise laws, just and humane legislation, or 
the exercise of prudent executive power, unless 
the law as a science is studied and read and 
understood by those who are hereafter to frame this 
“ rule of action for the State?” Would you trust a 
‘surgeon to probe a wound that may be fatal, or use 
the knife or scalpel, who never by precept or prac- 
tice became familiar with physiology or anatomy— 
or trast a charlatan or ignorant physician to hand 
you at haphazard a ber as likely to be a deadly 
poison asa heali alm? There are prejudices

The profession of law has not escaped, never will, 
the comaion lot of haman censure; but I have al. 
Ways been struck with resistless force and reason by 
the argument (which is a a statement) that 
men cannot be expected to frame laws for the 
wise government of states or nations, who them- 
selves are ignorant Of law, and who have never 
trained, so to speak, in the law school, the law- 
yers’ office, or best of -all, before learned and in- 
corruptible courts in actual practice? I do not 
mean to say that lawyers should constitute the law- 
making department exclusively or even in numeti- 
cal majorities; but I do mean to assert that legisla- 
tures and congresses and parliaments would soon 
biing chaosto England and America if the men 
who have studied and read the laws with con- 
scientious and intelligent understanding and de. 
votion were absolutely excluded from those bodies ! 
As well employ mere apprentices or tyros to 
build a St. Paul's ora St. Peter's or the capitol at 
Washington or Westminster Hall, as to trust thes 


who never opened or read a law look, or learned 
the law by actual contact with its administration 
in the courts. Hence, and thus let me say to you, : 
Mr. President and professors and young men of 
the Law School, and especially to this graduating 
class, so soon to enter upon the active practice of 
their profession, that on your future course of 
action, your future and conscientious devotion to 
the study and practice of the laws of your own 
land first of all, as well as to international law, 
will depend the healthy growth of the political 
and legislative departments of this Government. 
From the bar and the bench must be drawn the 
judges who are to sit in judgment on the lives 
and liberties and property of this people.. No bar, 
no bench! The abler and more incorruptible 
the bar, the juster and abler and more incor- 
ruptible will be the Courts who sit in judgment. 
In all ages of the world’s history, learned lawyers 
and wise judges have constituted the bulwarks of 
true liberty, and been the very first to dare and defy 
the encroachments of unholy power on the rights 
of the government and its people. I need nat 
cite you examples; your great library is full of 
them. Go read for yourselves! From the bold 
barons at Runymede, of whom every schoolboy in 
the land first learns to recite in public speech, 
and who spoke “ Magna Charta”’ into life for 
England, to this day, the judiciary of all lands 
has constituted the atk of safety, the rock of re- 
fuge against whose base tyranny and oppression 
and wickedness in high places have been shat- 
tered to destruction. In the light of such a 
career as the law opens up to your laudable ambi- 
tion, how great, how grand the hopes and re- 
sponsibilities resting on your shoulders. You 
have just received your diplomas from this noble 
institution, and will soon go hence to mingle in 
fiercer battles than have here unsheathed your 
civic swords or struck your friendly shields in 
these groves of the Academy. My young Japa- 
nese friends, let me remind you as I would my own 
young countrymen, just entering on the active and 
actual life of the bar, that you have only just 
begun the struggle. A diploma of parchment is 
worthless unless you shall deserve it by future as 
well as by past attainments. If you now throw 
down your law books, and trust only to what you 
already know, and to absorbing knowledge in 
the courts, as a sponge does water, you will 
awake some day to find that your more studi- 
ous brothers of the bar, who know sound 
from substance, will soon place you hors de 
combat, if not leave you wounded and forlorn 
among the hospital stragglers in the rear! | 
hardly need urge you to practise the cardinal 
vitues of loyalty to your profession as well as to 
your clients. Let your advice to them be honest 
advice, and in strict accordance with the law. It 
matters not whether you lose or gain millions in 
fets by your advice! Be true! To become a 
useful or a great lawyer or advocate does not re- 
quire you to dissemble either to client, to jury, or 
to the court. It is your province to keep men out 
of court and vexatious litigation, by good advice if 
possible. If they will rush —— into the vor-— 
tex, adopt the permission of Holy Writ, and pull 
the ox out of the ditch, even on the Sabbath day, if 
you must, and be sure to remember this in advance

of the trial to secure your fee, and the larger the 
better! But itis when you know or believe that 
your client is in the right, and innocent of wrong ; 
then itis when your true and gfeat opportunity 
shall meet you at the Temple of Justice. No 
nobler struggles were ever witnessed by human 
eye than the combats in the forum between the 
oppressed and the oppressor; and the triumph of 
the wronged over the wicked in ill-gotten gain or 
power, through the trath and eloquence of the 
advocate. ‘* The law is a jealous mistress,’’ we 
have been oftentold. Do not too soon divide devo- 
lion to your profession and ambition for political 
postition. Be patient and bide your time; it will 
come. The rewards of great advocates and judges 
are more enduring, if not so brilliant at the time, 
than the chaplets on the brows of the soldier or sailor 
on land or sea. [tis a natural transition from your 
law books and practice at the court-house to legis- 
latures, and congresses, and parliaments, and 
the popular deliberative bodies of the masses. 
"rom your profession have come the vast ma- 
jority of the wames of the civic heroes who 
have made nations ilustrious, and the rulers 
who have formed and led cabinets in the Old 
World and the New. Two-thirds of the premiers 
of England and of Ameiica and a majority of 
our Presidents have been students and practi- 
tioners of the law. But bide your time with 
patience. If your country bids you go up to those 
high places, go; but be sure you do not mistake 
the echo of your own “bugle call” on the post 
of ambition for the voice of the people! You are 
entering on the practice of the law at an eventful 
year of Japan's history. Your country is to-day 
the cynosure of all Western nations. You have 
been on trial, so to speak, for many years, You 
are, paradoxical as it may seem, the oldest and yet 
the youngest great nation of the earth! These 
words will scarcely reach the ink of the printer 
ere the long promised organic law of which [| have 
spoken will have been promulgated, and the Em- 
pire be thenceforth numbered im the lists of “con- 
stitutional monarchies.” Your country has fairly 
won this distinction, and should wear the crown | 
of triumph. It is your duty, your great privilege 
to uphold this progress, amd make your Govern- 
ment as strong and as eternal as your own Fuji- 
yama, and its subjects as contented as wise laws 
and a serge beautiful land can make a 
people who have always been glad either to live 
or if need be to die for their country. ‘That the 
complete recognition of all this progress in material 
as well as in intellectual and political achievement | 
will soon be granted by all the Powers of the 
earth, I cannot doubt. ‘The great Republic which 
I have the honour and the pride to represent, has 
long since extended her hand to welcome Japan 
as a co-equal Power into the family of nations as 
free as the freest of them all. I echo the voice of 
my country, as Beard through all political admini- 
strations of its recent history, when I to-day bid 
the Empire long life, and invoke an early ac- 
knowledy ment of her well-won independence. 


Mr. Torito Tets1ro, on behalf of the graduates, 
spoke as follows :—We cannot sufficiently express 
our thanks to those who have honoured this cere- 
mony with their presence, or to the gentlemen who 
have so kindly acted as our instructors and fitted 
us for the part we have taken to-day. In view of 
the neat promulgation of the Constitution, that 
greatest national code, of the approaching inaugu- 
ration of Parliament and of that period when 
many complex questions of popular rights may be 
expected to arise, we, who follow the profession of 
the law, may well be called upon to perform no un- 
important duty in reconciling various conflicting 
views, and in promoting a feeling of confidence 
and trust between the Government and the people. 
| We cannot speak highly of our endowments, but 
| we shall, as far as in us lies, endeavour to repay 
| the large debt of gratitude we owe to the staff of

75s7145131-455, and that of the extraordinary re- 
venue, yer 886,053.779. making the total yen 
76,600,185.234, in the Revenue. On the other 


| side, the amount of the ordinary expenditure is | 


yen 65,990,890.446, and that of the extraor dinary 
expenditure, yen 10,605,422.313 (of this, yen 
1,000,000 is the reserve fund which is not included 
in the Articles of Extraordinary Expenditure), 
making the total amount yen 76,596,312.759 in 
the Expenditure.

And, comparing the total 
amount of the Expenditure (yen 76,596,312.759) 
with that of the Expenditure for the preceding 
fiscal year (yen 75+389.942-93» the sum of yen 
1334.516.839, spectal Expenditure of the Navy 
partment, as well as yen 23,394, the expense 
connected with the issue of the Navy Loan 
Bonds, which is now placed in the expenditure of 
the Financial Department, being deducted) the 
increase is yer 1,206,369. 829. 
_ Important points relating to the annual esti. 
mates are as follow :— 


1.—Until the last (21st) fiscal year, Revenue 
was divided into three parts, Ist, 2nd and 3rd; 
and Expenditure into four parts, Ist, 2nd, 3rd 
and 4th. Also each part of the Revenue was 
classified into Kwan (article), Ko (section) and 
Moku (item); and each part of the Expen. 
diture into Kwan, Ko, Moku and Setsu (sub- 
item). But in practice this classification was not 
found convenient. The system is therefore altered 
in the current fiscal year, and the Revenue, as well 
as the Expenditure, are divided into Ordinary and 
Extraordinary. The Revenue, Ordinary or Estra- 
ordinary, is not divided into parts, but the Ordi- 
nary Expenditure is divided into two parts, Ist 
and 2nd. The reserve fund in the National Trea- 
sury is not included in the Articles (Kwan) of the 
Extraordinary Expenditure. Again, though there 
is no change with regard to the order of the Kwan, 
Ko, Moku and Setsu, yet certain changes in the 
matter of addition or re-arrangement are made for 
the sake of greater convenience and perspicacity. 


2.—The maximum amount of Treasury Bills to 
be issued.in the current fiscal year is now fixed b 
Imperial Ordinance. According to rough esti- 
mates made at present, this maximum will be 
_vreached in November only, of the 22nd year of 
Meiji (1889). Therefore, the average estimate of 
amounts issued in each mouth of the fiscal year 
should not be more than yen 7,070,000, a sum less 
than the 1oth part of the total Revenue or Ex- 
penditure. 


3.— As the time of the payment of the sixth in- 
stalment of the land-tax is from the Ist to the 
2oth of April, its receipt is su t to the 
expiration of the fiscal year. Accordingly, in the 
first half of every fiscal year, the amount of the 
Revenue is always less than that of the expendi. 
ture, and it becomes indispensable to issue a greater 
amount of Treasury Bills, that period. 
In the 21st fiscal year of © , a method to re- 
medy this inconvenience was devised and received 
the sanction of the Cabinet. By this method, yen 
7,500,000, corresponding to the estimated amount 
of the Revenue to be derived from the land-tax in 
the 6th period, is defrayed owt of the Reserve 
Fund, and included in the General Account. 
Thus the amount of the Revenue derived from the 
land-tax in the 6th period is withdrawn from the 
Revenue of the 21st fiscal year of Meiji, and 
added to the estimates of the current fiscal year. 
Hence, though, in the last fiscal year, the amount 


of payments of interest on Treasury Bills, and of | 


fees of management was estimated as yen 667,000 
(approximately), yet, in the current fiscal year, 
yen 000 (aberoximately) suffices for the pay- 
ment of interest on Treasury Bills, and of fees. 
The decrease thus resulting (about yen 302,000) is 
applied to the redemption of National Debts. 

4.—The ‘of taxes on the export of saké and

ing to Imperial Ordinance No. 12, promulpate d 
in March of the 21st year of Meiji. The rate of 
the tax on tobacco is medified in accordance with 
Imperial Ordinance No, 20, promulgated in April 
of the same year, The rate of the tax on shorn 
is modified according to Imperial O:dinance 
No. 47, Promulgated in June of the same year. 
The duty on the exportation of coal is abolished in 
accordance wih Imperial Ordinance No. 56, pro- 
mulpated in Jnly of the same year. The sates of 
stamps for registration are determined according 
to Imperial Ordinance No, 66, promulgated im 
October of the same year. Tire rates of taxes on 
time bargains of Rice Exchanges is modified 
according to Imperial Ordinance No. 75, pi omul. 
gated in November of he same year. Finally the 
duties on the exportation of medicines and diugs 
are abolished acco: ding to Imperial Ordinance No. 
83, promulgated in December of the'sagne year. 

5.—By Imperial Ordinance No. 6X promulgated 
in August of the 21st year of Meiji, the revenue 
from river banks in ka (urban districts) of the City 
of Tokio is transferred to a fund for the improve- 
ment of the City of Tokio. Thus the revenue 
derived from tents of river banks in the City of 
Tokio is omitted from the estimates of the current 
fiscal year, though, hitherto, it was included in the 
receipts of the National Treasury. 

6.—On account of transferring the coal mine 
of Miike to private ownership, in January of the 
22nd year of Meiji, and in consequence of 
placing the two mines of Sado and Ikuno in the 
property of the Imperial Household from the 22nd 
fiscal year of Meiji, the profits to be derived from 
these three mines are vet included in the receipts 
for the present fiscal year. 


7.—Although the railway in Hokkaido was let 


to private capitalists in March of the 21st year of 


‘ Meiji, yet the construction of the railways be- 


tween Daifu and Hamamatsu, between Sckiyama | 


and Karuizawa, aud between Kodzu and Shizu- 
oka, is Completed. Thus, compared with the 
Badyet for the last fiscal year, it will be seen that 
there is a considerable increase in the amount of 
the profit derived fiom railways. 


8 —The Privy Council was established accord. 
ing to Imperial Ordinance No. 22, promulgated in 
April of the 21st year of Meiji, and the Kagawa 
Prefecture was erected according to Imperial Or- 
dinance No. 79, promulgated in December of the 
same year. Their expenditures are therefore add- 
ed to the Budget for the current fiscal year. 


9.—On account of establishing four consulates 
at Bremen in Germany, Odessa in Russia, and 
Bombay and Vancouver in English territory, ex- 
penditures on these accounts are added to the 
Budget for the current fiscal year. 


10.—By Imperial Ordinance No. 72, promul- 
gated in October of the 21st year of Meiji, the Tem- 
porary Histo: iographical Bureau in the Cabinet was 
abolished, and its affairs transferred to the Tet- 
koku Daigaku (Imperial University). By Imperial 
Ordinance No. 81, promulgated in December of 
the 21st year of Meiji, the observatory hitherto 
placed under the three Departments—the Home, 
Navy and Educational—and business relating to 
the making of almanacs hitherto transacted by the 
Home Department, were transferred to the Con. 
trol of the Educational Department. Thus, in the 
estimates of the last fiscal year, the appropriation 
included in the Expenditure of the Cabinet for the 
compilation of history, and the approptiation in. 
cluded in the expenditure of the Home Depart- 
ment for astronomical observations, as well as for 
the compilation of almanacs, are excluded from 
the expenditures of those Departments, and are 
added to the expenditure of the Teikoku Daigaku 
under the control of the Educational Department. 


11.—By Imperial Ordinance No. 61, promul- 
gated in August of the 21st year of Meiji, the 
proportional sum to be defrayed out of the 
National Treasury for the expenses of local police 


was altered. ‘There is a resulting decrease of 
yen 320,000 approximately on this account, as 
compared with the estimates of the last 
fiscal year. Further, the expenditure for the 
Higher Police in each locality, hitherto defrayed 
out of the Fukin levied in Ka and Ken, is now 


added to the Budget, the Fukin having been 
placed under the control of Local Assemblies as 


part of the local taxes, On this account a sum of 

yen 150,000 is added to the estimates of the cur- 
rent l year, as expense for'special services of 
the regular police of the Home Department.

_ 12.—The expenditure im connection with High 

Schools, hitherto partly charged to the local taxes, 
is now defrayed out of the National Treasury. 
Thus, yen 150,000 is added to the a 
on account of schools under the control of the 
Educational Department. 


13.—In consequence of the decision of Govern- 
ment, in June of the 21st year of Meiji, to grant a 
subsidy to the Kiusha Railway Company at the 
rate of 4 per cent. per annum on paid up capi-

14.—The Navy Special Expenditure of yen 
$7,000,000, that is to say, the total amount of the 
Navy Loan raised under the authority of Imperial 
Ordmance No. 47, promulgated in June of the 
igth year of Meiji, was all included in the Budgets 
of the last three fiscal years. ‘Thus, this item is 
not mentioned in the Budget of the current fiscal 
year, but the expenditure of the Navy Department 


is increased to a total of gen 7,000,000 in conse- | 


quence of contemplated additions to that arm of the 
service. The reason why the ordinary and extra- 
ordinary expenditures for the Navy Department 
amount in the present Budget to yen 7,150,208, 
is that a sum of yen 150,000 is specially required to 
meet the cost of works at Yokosuka Dockyard 
and a sum of yen 208 to meet the cost of works 
at Onohama Dockyard, 


15.—A gradual extension of the functions of the 
Department of Justice, and the development of 
business in the Department of Communications, 
explain the fact that each of these Departments 
requires an increase of appropriation. Thus it 
will be seen that there is a large addition to the 
estimated expenditures of both Departments in the 
current fiscal year. 


16.— Matters relating to the redemption of paper 
money having been gradually placed on a sound 
footing, there is no necessity to transfer any large 
amount of money to the fand for this purpose in the 
current fiscal year. Hence a certain diminution 
appears under this heading in the estimates of 
the current fiscal year. 


17.—No appropriation for the construction of 
the Imperial Palace appears in the estimates of the 
current fiscal year, that work having been com- 
pleted. 


Detailed comparisons of increase or decrease 
under each Article (Kwan) and Section (Ko) of the 
Revenue and Expenditure for the 21st and 22nd 
fiscal years of Meiji, are given in the Detailed 
| Estimates of Revenue and in the epitomised 
statement of Expenditures for each Department. 
But owing to the modified method of classifica- 
tion now adopted—as explained above—the 
several items of the old and new Budgets 
differ more or less from one another, and in 
some cases there is a radical alteration. In 
such cases, the amounts appearing under the 


| 


Articles and Sections in the Budget of the cur- 


rent fiseal year have been taken as a basis and 
compared with the appropriations, of a similar 
nature and for similar purposes, in the Budget of 
the preceding fiscal year. The resulting inereases 
or decreases are then given. But with regard to 
lems (Moku) and Sub-items (Setsu), it is im- 
possible to arrive at accurate conclusions by com- 
parison. Therefore the comparison of the increases 
or decreases under the AJoku and Setsu is omitted 
from the Budget of the current fiscal year. 


The calculation of the estimates for the current 
fiscal year has been accomplished as set forth in 
the above items. But with regard to the Budget 
for the next, or twenty-third, fiscal year, it is to 
be earnestly hoped .that in pursuance of the 
recently promulgated law, (No. 4) where provision 
is made for accurate financial methods, still greater 
efforts will be made to exhibit precise details as 
to the origins and causes of expenditures ; that care 
will be taken to adhere strictly to the sysiem of 
fixed establishments, to adopt a system of accounts 
in respect of articles, to employ every possible 
means of avoiding needless outlay and confining 
expenditure to absolute necessities, to the end that 
a strong foundation may be laid for promoting 
the progress of the country and increasing the 
prosperity of the nation. , 

Comparative tables are herewith annexed, 
showing the increases or decreases of the actual 
amounts of the National Debts, Reserve Fund, 
Advances by Government, Central Fund for re- 
lief of Agricultural Distress, and the Special

The principal items of increase or decrease 
in this table as compared with the last fiscal year 
are as follows :— 


1.—The increase in the amount of the National 
Debts is due to the facts that, although there is a 
decrease of yen 23,353,557-50 through the redemp- 
tion of the different kinds of Public Loans, yet 
there is, on the other hand, an increase of yen 
25,759,020, owing to the issue of Navy Loan Bonds 
in this fiscal year to the amount of yeu 2,000,000 
(in accordance with the Navy Loan Act, Imperial 

rdinance No. 47, promulgated in June of the 
1oth year of Meiji); to the issue of Consolidated 
Loan Bonds, to the amount of yen 23,756,Q00 (in 
accordance with the Consolidated Public Loan 
Act, Imperial Ordinance No. 66, promulgated in 
October of the 19th year of Meiji); and to the 
supplemental issue of new bonds, to the amount of 
yen 2,120, for the adjustment of loans. With re- 
ference to the increase of Consolidated Loan Bonds 
as compared with the redeemed amount of the 
different kinds of Loans, it is to be noted that the 
redemption of a portion of the latter liabilities has 
not yet been fully accomplished, though the Con- 
solidated Bonds have been already issued, “ 


2.—The decrease in the amount of the paper 
currency in circulation is owing to its replacement 
by silver coins to the extent of over yen 8,696,856, 
and to the withdrawl of yen 121 of defaced paper 
currency. 


3.—The decrease in the Reserve Fund is due 
to the facts that, although there is an increase of 
yen 7,651,655.637, on account of the transfer of 
yen 4,300,000 from General Account to this item | 
(being the sum appropriated for the redemption 
of paper currency), and on account of the re- 
ceipt of yen 3,351,655-637 (being profit from dif- 

ferences of rate m Specie Exchange and interest 
on deposits); yet there is a decrease of yen 
- 17,377,971.196, owing to the exchange of yen 
8,696,856.20 of silver coins against paper currency ; 
to the transfer of yen 7,500,000 "lo the General 
Account, in anticipation of the revenue to be de- 
rived from the land-tax for the 6th period in the 
/atst fiscal year (as explained in the Budyet for 
the 22nd fiscal year of Meiji); and to a reduction 
Lof yen 1,181,114.996 on account of loss on ex- 
change, and of interests on annual instalments paid 
in the aggregate. 

4.—The decrease in Advances by Government 
is due to the facts that, although there is an 
increase of yen 572,725.348, on account of the 
fund for the encouragement of industries, and 
of new advances to shisoku emigrating to the 
Hokkaido; and of yen 60,024,127 on account 
of additions of interest to principal, making 
a total increase of yeu 632,799.475, yet there 
are decreases of, first, yen 394,482 owing to 
the fact that money received in annual instal- 
ments for Government properties sold, which 
money was formerly included under this heading, 
is now transferred to a special account according 
to arrangements made in the 21st fiscal year of 
Meiji; secondly, yen 552,756.541 on account of re- 
payments made; and thirdly, yew 1,044,646.003 
for loss and liquidation, making a total decrease of 
yen 1,991,884.544. ESTs Pty" 

5.—The increase of the’ Fund fot Government 
Industries is due to the facts Wat, although there 
is a decrease of yen 106,328.0 respect of funds 
received for industrial establi ts transferred 
by the Government to the people, and in respect 
payments on account of losses, yet, on the olher 
hand, there is an increase of yen 595,519.955 in 
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consequence of the expenditure on account of the 
Yokohama Water Works and the Navy Dock- 


yard in Onohama, &c., being entered under this 
heading. 


6.—The increase of the Central Fund for relief 
of Agricultural Distress is due to the fact that,

A New Coddling - Moth, Injurious to the Peach, Carpocapsa sp. 


Ry C. SASAKI. “Th 


Professor in the Agricultural and Deudrological College, Tokio. 


With Plates I - Il. 


Peaches are one of the common orchard fruits in Japan, and 
in their season we can ret them in nearly every province. 

Among the neighboring provinces of Tokio, Shimosa and Awa 
are especially noted for their large peach crop, which is 
usually marketed in Tokio. The subject of this paper is an 


insect injurious to this fruit,as is also the larvae of two 


other moths and one of the weevils, (Rhynchites heros, Roelofs). 


More than 90¢ of the fruit is injured by the above cod- 
dling moth,and not infrequently do we find more than one lar- 
va ina single fruit. Peach growers are well aware of its 
ravafes,but so far they have fourd no adequate means for the 
protection of the crop. 

My studies on the subject were berun in April 1888, and 
have continued till May of this year; and the results ob- 
tained during that period are now collected to make the pres- 


ent report of the pest. 


THE MOTH. 
The moth (Figs.1,2,3,P1.1.) usually appears twice ina 


year,viz.in June and in August. The body is elongated and 


cylindrical, slightly tapering towards the posterior end. 
It is uniformly colored dark yellowish gray, while the abdom- 
inal rerzion is somewhat lighter in color than the rest. The 


boundary between pro and meso-thorax is marked by a black 
“ 


= 


transverse band, and on the meta-thorax there lies a pair of 
black spots side by side,leaving a small space between then. 
The head,which 4@ in its reeneral aprearance bears lobular 
reddish eyes on its lateral sides. The antermae are composed 
of a number of similar segments,which are gradually reduced 
in size towards the distal end, and a single basal segment 
exceeds the others in size. They are covered with both 


scales and hair. The tongue (modified maxilly),which is light 


yellow in color,is long and slender and measures about 5Srm.in 


length. The labial palp is composed of two unequal serments, 
and thickly covered with hairs. Both the anterior and pos- 
terior wings are colored dark grey,the former being somewhat 
darker than the latter. The anterior wings are nearly rectan- 
mular in form,and their costal edge is almost straight while 
the immer edge has a slight indentation near its middle. The 
outer edge as well as a small portion beyond the outer angle 
is fringed thickly with light yellowish grey hairs,which be- 
come gradually longer towards the outer angle of the wing. 
There are two dark patches on the surface of the wing - one 
on the inner edge and the other near the middle. Along the 
outer edge two series of dark spots are arranged. The space 
lying between the inner and middle patches is marked with 


three elevated brown spots bearing lustre. Each of them is 


surrounded with a light yellow ring,and is formed by a group 
of elevated scales. The venation (Piz.4,Pl1.I.) of the fore- 
Wing is as follows:- The costal vein mects with the costal 
edge near its middle, the sub-costal is divided into four 
branches, and the internal vein sinidie near the middle of the 
imer edge of the wing. The sub-median veins being atrophied 
come not into view. The sub-costal and median véins are con- 
nected on the outer third of the wing by a discule venule, 
thus forming an oblong discal cell on the inside of the venule 
while on the middle of the outside of it arises a so-called 
independent vein, which reaches the outer edge of the wing. 
The posterior wing is smaller in size than the anterior,and 
triangular in shape. The costal, subcostal, sub-median,and 
internal veins are all simple and unbranched,and only the 


median vein is split up into three branches near its middle. 


The outer as well as the immer edge is equally fringed with 


yellowish grey hairs. The latter are longer in length along 


the inner than on the outer edge. The under surface of the 
fore and hind wings is uniformly colored yellowish rrey,while 
that of the former is rather darker than the other. The legs 
are preyish in color with black patches while the tarsal 
joints are greyish black. The first and seccor pairs of legs 
are nearly equal in length,but the third pair much exceeds the 
other two by an extraordinary prolonration of the tibia. The 
-secom pair of legs has two spurs on the terminal emi of the 
tibia: on the other hand,the third pair has two pairs of spurs 
on the tibia,one at the middle,and the other on the distal end 


of the tibia. 


SEXUAL DIFFERENCES. 
The differences between the male and ferale can renerally 
be recognized by the following points:- 
lst.

The antennae of the male are much longer than those 
of the female,and the hairs born on them are also longer than 
on those of the latter. 
Sth. The labial palpi of the female (Fig.6b,P1.I.) are 
beiéa as long as those of the male, (Pig.Ga,Pl.I.) 
6th. The abdomen of both sexes is alike in form and color- 
ation, but that of the female is rather more clongated than 


that of the male,and the abdomen of the female is composed of 


seven serments,the terminal one of which ne eamewne ¢ pointed 


and provided with a cluster of greyish hairs. 


GENITAL ARMOR, 
Genital armor of male: - Ventrally at the end of the last 
seement of the abdomen of the mile,there lies a transverse 


chitinous shield. (Fiz.7a, and Fiz.8a,Pl.I.) On either end of 


this body is provided a long chitinous spine. (Fie.7b,8b,P1.1.) 


The membranous flap (Fig.7ec' and Fig.8c,P1.I.) lying on ei- 
ther side of the penis as well as the transverse chitinous 
shield,is supported by two chitinous bodies (Fir.8d,e,Pl.I.) - 
the one is long and pointed and lics, along an edge of the 
flap,and the other which is shorter and broader than the for- 
mer,is embedded at the base of the flap. The flap itself is 
soft and nearly colorless,and provided Fieiaty wie hairs on 
its surface. The penis (Fig.9,Pl.1I.)is formed of a simple 
membranous tube,which gradually tapers towards its free end, 
and is protected on either side by a wide chitinous plate (a). 
This plate has at one side a chitinous rod (r) which unites 
with that of a plate on the other side of the penis.so as to 
form a single rod,the proximal em of which is provided with 
muscular bands by which the penis with the lateral plate (a) 


may either be thrown out or retracted. On the upper surface 


of the chitinous plate lies a dark brown chitinous flat body 


(f) whose outer margins are serrated into long pointed teeth, 


and also bears a short chitinous arm (c) at one end. 


Genital armor of Femle :- The ovipositor (Fir.12 and 
Fig.13,P1.1I.) is composed of three membranous segments. The 
largest proximal segment is provided ventrally on either side 
with long flat chitinous plates (a). The second or middle 
sempment of the ovipositor is colored light brown. The third 
Or distal segment which is smaller in size than the other two 
has a pretty large opening (Fig.13b,P1.I.}) at its end. It can 
either be thrown out or retracted at will. When it is thrown 


out we can see its opening is fringed with a few dclicate 


hairs (FPig.13b,Pl1.1.)se. Laterally on either side near the base 
of the third seement,thete lies a hairy appendare(c) which 
alone projects out beyond the middle segment of the ovipositor 
when the former is retracted. (Pig.12,P1.1.) The function 
of these appendares is not fully sidan usd Vor it seems that 
they are used to select a suitable position for the deposi- 
tion of ergs. The middle and the last segments of the ovipos- 
itor are provided internally on either side with a long slen- 
der chitinous rod,by the action of which the last serment 
or this together with the middle can either be retracted or 
protruded. 

HABITAT. 


Although the moths appear in June and August of each year, 


their first brood may continuously appear till the end of July 


and the second brood till September. They usually remain in 


Shady places in a daytime,and after a sunset they come out of 
their lodgement and fly about between the branches of peach 
trees to deposit their eggs on the fruit. The errs are never 
deposited in clusters as do other insects, but singly on the 
apex of the fruit,or along the suture passing from the apex 
towards the base. (Fig.10,P1.I1.) Usually one or two,bnt 
Sometimes more eggs are deposited on a single fruit,and they 
look like a light yellowish spot when examined with the naked 
eye. The eggs (Fig.11,P1.I.) are nearly spherical in form, 
measuring about half a millimeter in diameter. The smaller 
circular area at one pole of the egg is deeply colored,orange 


red,and is provided with scattered hooked processes which are 


nearly transparent and refractive. The larger remaining por- 
tion of the egg including the opposite pole is colored lighter 
than the other,and lacks the hooked processes,but is closely 


marked by small yellow spots which are arranged into a number 
“ 


iad 


of meridional rows as shown in the Figure. They are loosely 
attached to the fruits with a pole opposite to that where the 
hooked processes lie, so that they can easily be removed by 
means Of a needle. If we take off the err on the fruits,and 
remove the egg-shell with a needle,we can find a tiny,almost 
transparent embryo,which assumes the shape of a mature larva. 
The length of the embryo measures 0.8mm.,and the head which 
is comparatively large in size, is colored light brown,and 
bears laterally on either side six crimson eyes. The body is 


cove red with scanty hairs,and the pectoral as well as the 


abdominal legs are already dev eloped. On account of the near. 


ly transparent body,the main tracheal trunk running longitud- 
inally on the lateral side of the body can easily be seen 
through the skin. 

LARVA. 

The eggs fenerally hatch out within a few days after de- 
position. The newly hatched larva is about three millimeters 
long,and after it has passed the fourth moult it matures. 
With each moult it grows larger in size,am until the third 
moult its body is nearly transparent,with the head ard the 
first segment of the body colored dull brown. After the 
third moult, the larva becomes slightly reddish towards the 
posterior end,while after the fourth moult it becomes a light 


crimson,which gradually deepens. The length of the mature 


larva (FPigs.1,2,3,P1.1I1.) varies from 11 to 15 mm.,and the 
breadth 3mm. The body tapers towards cither end, and is 
now colored deep deep crimson,while its ventral surface is 
usually light yellow. Longitudi nally on the dorsal line of 
the body,there runs a single reddish broken line. The head 
as well as the semi-circular shield which rests on the anter- 
ior half of the dorsal surface of the first Serment of the 
body,are both colored dark brown,and this shield is divided 
into two halves by a faint longitudinal line. Fach half of 
this shield has four brown spots,each bearing a single mir. 
The second and third segments have each,on either side of 
the dorsal Tine,two spots placed close together,each of 
which also bears a hair. The fourth segment to the tenth 


sepment,has each two brown dots each bearing a hair,on either 


side of the dorsal line,but the dots of each pair never lie 


close to each other as in case of the secom and third ser- 
ments already described. The eleventh and the twelfth ser. 
ments have each two transverse rows of hair-bearing brown dots 
on their dorsal surface. Moreover,the supra and infra-spit- 
acular lines of each sepment of the body have respectively a 
hair-bearing dot,and again a single dot at the base of the 
pectoral and abdominal legs. Ventrally on the fourth, fifth, 
eleventh and twelfth segments are various numbers of dots ar- 
ranged in transverse rows,while the sixth to the ninth’ seg- 
ment lack the dot mmrks on the space lying between the pector- 
al as well as the abdominal legs. 


The head and its appendages :- The head (Fig.4,P1.II.) 


is somewhat depressed,and of a deep brown color. It is com 
posed of two oval chitinous pieces (a,a') so-called "seiten:- 
schuppen" by German authors. These two pieces unite with 

each other at the middle of their inner edge thus forming a 
summit at the head. In front of shese chitinous pieces lies 


a triangular chitinous plate (b) so-called *stirnschuppe"by 


Germans. The labrum(c) which is narrow,and of leathery nature 


is supported by two chitinous ridges lying near its middle. 
The mandible (Fig.5) of rectangular form is stoutly formed 

and colored dark brown. Its free edge is divided into four 
blunt teeth, the lowest of which is bent downwards so as to 
form a slight notch just behind its tip. The maxilla (Figz.6, 
a,Pl.II.) is so modified as to form a Y-shaped chitinous body 
with a cartilaginous lower end. On the other hand,the maxil- 
lary palp (Fig.6b,P1.I1I1.) is well developed and composed of 
four chitinous sepments,of which the third (FPig.6c,Pl.II.) is 
provided with a hemispherical,membranous swelling,on which 

are borne four to five bristles. The terminal serment alone 
is narrow and cylindrical with three short pointed processes 
on its summit. The labium (PFig.7,P1.II.) is almost triangular 
in form,amM is provided with one short bristle and a simple 
labial palp (b). It is long and cylindrical,and its summit 

is provided with one short bristle and a simple knob-like 
process which also bears a long bristle. The antennae (Fig 8. 
P1,1I.) which are borne at the front corners of the head is 
composed of two segments,the basal one of which is broader 


and shorter than the other and long cylindrical one. The sum- 


mit of the cylindrical segment is occupied with am elevated 
membranous srnace which bears two short and one large process- 
es, the latter of which has on the surmét one blunt and three 
pointed processes. Besides these appendages, the re is also in 
the same region,an enormously long whip-like hair. 

The stigma (Fi¢.9,P1.II.) is formed of a furmel-shaped 
opening whose rims are protected by a yellow chitinous broad 
ring. The small opening at the bottom of the furmel directly 
communicates with the trachea lying in the body. The imer 
walls of this funnel are thickly covered with long fine hairs 
which may be adapted to protect the intrusion of dust from 
outside. The pectoral feet (Fig.10,P1.II.) which are six in 
number,are composed of three segments and bears a hooked claw 
at its free end. The four pairs of the abdominal legs (Fig. 
11,P1.II.) are soft, unprovided with any armature, and with a 
flattened membranous disc at their free end. Along the per- 
iphery of this dise (Fig.lla,Pl.II.) is arranged ina circle 
fourteen short hooked claws having their points bent inwards. 
The central area of the membranous disc is marked with radial 


lines,and can be projected or retracted at will. When this 


area is retracted the hooks around it can hold the object on 


which the larva rests while on the other hand,when it is re- 


laxed,the hooks get free from it. A pair of anal lers lying 
close to each other is drawn out backwardSy and eight hooked 
laws are provided along one side of their free end. 

HABITAT OF THE LARVA.

When the young larva hatches from the ere deposited on the 


fruit of the peach,it crawls about aetively on the fruit in 
search of a suitable position to gnaw in. When it finds a 


place it begins to gnaw the fruit,thus making a tiny hole on 


the surface. By this process it gradually procceds deeper 


“ 
into the flesh, and grows larger if there is no deficiency of 


its food. Usually,when the larva is allowed to put its entire 
body into the newly formed excavation in the flesh, it turns 
its head towards the opening through which it entered,and 
closes it by the silky thread spun out of its mouth,amn if 
the excavation in which it rempins is not of sufficient capac- 
ity to receive the foeces,it rejects them holding one or two 
pieces of the foeces in its jaws while pushing them outside 
the silky meshes formed at the opening of the excavation,so 
that,most of the infested fruits have larre quantities of 
foeces piled up on their surface. As the larvae grow larrer 
they proceed farther towards the stone of the fruits and there 
form a large excavation partly filled up with foeces, while, 
in many cases,two or more excavations are formed aro:mmd the 
stone of the same fruit. (Fig 12,P1.II.). The number of the 
excavations as well as their capacity vary according to the 
nupber of the larvae living in the fruit. If the larvae 
imprisoned in the fruit can not find sufficient flesh to feed 
on, they crawl out by making a narrow passage toward the sur- 
face, and then search for another healthy fmit to feed on. 
The fruits are continuously infested by this larva from June 
to September,am those infested by this injurious larva usual- 


ly ripen earlier than the healthy ones,and finally drop off. 


The presence of the larva may renerally be recognized by the 
following points:- 

1. The infested fruits become soft and may easily be crush- 
ed by a slight pressure on account of the presence of the 
large hollow excavation made in the interior of the flesh. 

2. The infested fruits have mostly a cluster of yellowish 
brown foeces on their surface. i 

S. The infested fruits bear irrerular patches of rreyish 
yellow or reddish blue on their surface. (Figz.13,Pl1.II.) 

The growing period of the larva varies somewhat, but 
three or four weeks after the time of hatching it is reneral- 
ly full grown. When the larva matures in the fruits,it comes 


out through a new opening and then falls down to the fround,or 


else after the infested fruits are fallen. The imprisoned 


larva crawls out of the opening made by it on their surface. 


From the end of July to September the fruits containing 
the larva keeps continually dropping while the healthy fruits 
only and those containing a single larva,remain on the branch- 
es till they ripen. In general,the infested fruits contain 
two or more larvae,or in extreme cases,ten to twenty of them 
are found in a single fruit,am those containing mny larvae 
fall down earliest. The fruits lying on the ground are mark- 
ed with a number of circular openings on their surface, throush 
which the imprisoned larvae have escaped. (Fig.13,Pl.II.). 

When the mature larvae crawl out of fruits they soon 


find their way to the loose fground into which they burrow to a 


depth of one to two inches,where they make an oval,somewhat 
depressed cocoon, (Fig.14,P1.II.), formed of light greyish 
silk. The longer and shorter diameters of the oval cocoon 
measure respectively 6 and OSnrm. The. imner wall of the cocoon 
and nearly white,and smooth,while its outside wall is dis- 
guised by dust,bits of soil,&c.,attached to the silky threads 
so that it is very difficult to distinguish the disguised co- 
coon from other bits of soil lying about them. The cocoon is 
strong and very elastic in nature,so it cannot be casily torn, 
even by strong pressure. When the cocoon is completed, the 
larva lies within by bending its body like a loop,and it then 
becomes faint yellow in color. 


The larvae of the first brood remain motionless in this 


Manner about a week, or sometimes more,and then chanre to the 


pupa by casting the larval skin; while those of the second 


brood remain within the cocoon,in the larval state,throughout 
the following winter months,and change to the pupa in the 
month of May. 

PUPA. 

The pupa (Fig.15,P1.1I.) is long and cylindrical in form, 
and somewhat pointed at both ends. The average length of the 
body is 7mm.,and the average breadth 2mm. The body is colored 
light yellowish-green,while the abdomen is light orange-red. 
Ventrally the basal half of the abdomen is concealed from 
Sipht by the ventrally placed antermae,legs,and prolonged 
Wing-sheaths. The eyes which are also ventrally situated, 


are of globular form,and become conspicuous by their bright 


ochre brown color. The pupa of the first brood changes into 


a winged insect after remaining 2 to 3 weeks within the co- 


‘ 
coon, while that of the second brood probably at the end of 


8 or 9 weeks. 


REMEDIES. 


It is entirely useless to gather the moths,for they fly 
about only at night, and are of small size and of a dnll 
inconspicuous coloration. They are not attracted by lirht 
during night,so that any sort of light trap is useless. The 
pupa,as I have mentioned before,being imprisoned in an oval 
cocoon,which is dishuised by attaching bits of soil on its 
entire surface, remain deep in the ground, and even the cocoon 
when it is exposed above the soil can hardly be distinruished 
from the latter,so that it is impossible to pick it up. The 
only means of protecting the peach from the injury of this 
insect is to collect the larvae. As the fmits are infested 
by them,they are rradually exhausted and fall down sooner or 
later torether with the larvae they contain. The fallen 
fruits should be gathered every day,either in the morning or 
in the evening or at any leisure hour in the day,and promptly 


disposed of in a manner to destroy the larvae.

His Majesty the Emperor of Japan and 
being equally desirous of maintaining 
the relations of good understanding which 
happily exist between them, by extending and 
increasing the intercourse between their respec- 
tive States, and being convinced that this 
object cannot better be accomplished than by 
revising the Treaties hitherto existing between 
the two countries, have resolved to complete 
such a revision, based upon principles of equity 
and mutual benefit, and, for that purpose, have 
named as Their Plenipotentiaries, that is to 
say: His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, 
puaveb dee y sesceeseey WhO, after hav- 
ing communicated to each other their Full 
Powers, found to be in good and due form, have 
agreed upon and concluded the following 
Articles : ) 


Articiz |. 


The subjects or citizens of each of the two 
High Contracting Parties shall have full liberty 
to enter, travel, or reside in any part of the 
territories of the other Contracting Party, and 
shall enjoy full and perfect protection for their 
persons and property. 

They shall have free and easy access to the 
Courts of Justice in pursuit and defence of their 
rights; they shall be at liberty equally with 
native subjects to choose and employ lawyers, 
advocates and representatives to pursue and de- 
fend their rights before such Courts and in 
all other matters connected with.administration 
of justice they shall enjoy all the rights and 
privileges enjoyed by native subjects. — 

In whatever relates to rights of residence, to 
the possession of real estate, goods and effects 
of any kind, to the succession to real or personal 
estate, by will or otherwise, and the disposal of 
property of any sort and in any manner what- 
soever, the subjects or citizens of each Contract- 
ing Party shall enjoy in the territories of the 
other the same privileges, liberties, and rights, 
and shall be subject to no higher imposts or 
charges in these respects than native subjects or 
citizens.

The subjects or citizens of each of the Con- 
tracting Parties shall enjoy in the dominions 
of the other entire liberty of conscience, and, 
subject to the laws and regulations, shall enjoy 
the right of private or public exercise of their 
worship, and also the right of burying their 
respective countrymen ing to their relig- 
ious customs, in suitable and convenient 
places as may be ished and maintained for 
that purpose. | 

They shali not be compelled, under any 
pretext whatsoever, to pay any charges or taxes 
other or higher than those that are, or may be 
paid by nativersubjects 

The subjects or citizens of either of the Con- 
tracting Parties residing in the territories of 
the other shali be exempted from all com- 
pulsory military service whatsoever, whether in 
the army, navy, national guard, or militia ; 
from all contributions imposed in lien of per- 
sonal service; and from all forced loans or 
military exactions or contributions. The duties 
and charges connected with the ownership or 
leasing of lands and other real property, to 
which all subjects of the country may b> liable, 
are excepted.

exceed the internal tax or duty. 

Import duties payable ad valorem in Japan 
shall be calculated on the actual cost of the 
goods at the place of purchase, production, or 
fabrication, with the addition of the cost of 
insurance, and transportation from the place of 
purchase, production, or fabrication to the port 
of discharge, as well as commission, if any exists. 
The sum thus obtained shall be regarded as the 
dutiable value of the goods, upon which the 
rate of duty provided in the tariff shall be 
paid. 

Goods of foreign production or manufacture 
reimported into Japan, after having been ex- 
ported therefrom, shall pay import duty in 
accordance with the tariff, notwithstanding 
duty may have been paid upon such goods 
when originally imported. 

Goods of Japanese production or manufac- 
ture brought back from foreign countries to 
Japan shull pay an ad valorem duty of five 
per centum. 


Articiz VI. 


No other or higher duties or charges shall be 
imposed in the territories of either of the Con- 
tracting Parties on the exportation of any 
article to the territories of the other, than such 
as are, or may be payable on the exportation 
of the like articles to any other foreign country ; 
nor shall any prohibition be imposed on the 
exportation of any article from the territories 
of either of the two Contracting Parties to the 
territories of the other, which shall not equally — 
extend to the exportation of the like articles to 
any other country.

Upon the receipt of 
this application the Customs Authorities shall, 
upon the payment of a fee of 50,yen, issue a 
permit to be called the “ charter permit. ” 

The term for which foreign vessels may be 
chartered shall not exceed twelve calendar 
months. At the expiration of the charter, the 
charter-permit shall be returned to the Customs 
Authorities of the port ofcharter. The charter 
may, however, be renewed and a new charter- 
permit obtained upon the payment of a further 
fee of ,5@ yen, and upon application being 
made in the same manner as in the case of the 
original charter. 

In addition to the going fee, chartered 
foreign vessels shall pay from the date of first 


‘clearance under charter tonnage and light dues 


at the rate of 2sen per ton for every month, 
or fraction of a month, during which their 
charters continue. 

Chartered foreign vessels shall carry a dis- 
tinguishing flag, to indicate that the vessels are 
chartered by Japanese subjects. 

They shall, in the same manner as Japanese 
vessels, be obliged to carry mails, when required 
to do so by the Japaness Postal Authorities. 


~ Bat such vessels shall, under no circumstances, 


be allowed to carry mails without permission 
from the said authorities. 

Chartered foreign vessels shall only be per- 
mitted to engage in the coasting trade. When 
going abroad the charter-permit shall be sur- 
rendered to the Customs Authorities of the port 
of clearance, and all snch goods as may have 
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been shipped at any port while the vessel was 
so chartered, shall be subject to the prescribed 
export duties. 

Chartered foreign vessels are subject to the 
Trade Regulations, in so far as such Regula- 
tions are applicable, but their charter-permits 
shall, when in port, be deposited with the Cus- 
toms Authorities.

The President of the United Mexican Staten 
and His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, being 
equally animated by a desire to establish apon a 
firm and Inesting foundation relation» of friendship 
and commerce between their reapeotive citizens

DIPLOMATIC REPRESENTATION . 


Art. 2.— The government of the United Mexi- 
can States may, if it sees fit, accredit a diplomatic 
agent to the court of Tokio, and in like manner 
His Majesty the Emperor of Japan may, if he 
thinks proper, accredit a diplomatic agent to the 
government of the United Mexican States, and 
each of the contracting parties shall have the 
right to appoint consal-generals, consol«, vioe- 
consula and consular agents for the convenience 
of trade, to reside in all porta and places within 


| the territories of the other contracting party, 


where similar consular officers of the most favor- 


ed nations are permitted to reside; but before 
‘any congul-general, consul, vice-consul or consular 
agent shall act as such, he elall in the neual 
form be approved and admitted by the govern- 
ment to which he is sent. ‘The diplomatic and 
consular officers of each of the two contracting 
parties shall, subject to the stipulations of this 
treaty, enjoy in the territories of the other what- 
ever rights, privileges, exemptions and immuni- 
ties are or shall be granted there to officers of 
corresponding rank of the most favored nation. 


FREEDOM TO RESIDE AND TRADE 


Ari. 3.—There shall be between the territories 
and possessions of the two contracting parties 
reciprocal freedom of commerce and navigation 
The citizens and subjects seapectively of each of 
the contracting parties shall have the right to 
come freely and securely with their ships and 
cargoes to all places and porte on the territories 
and possessions of the other where citizens or 
subjects of the most favored nations are permit-

Art. 4.—His Majesty the Emperor of Japan,

treaty, the privilege of coming, remaining and 
residing in all parte of hia territories and posses- 
sions ; of there hiring and ocoupying houses and 
warehouses ; of there trading by wholesale and 
retail in all kinda «f products, manufactures and 
merchandise of lawful commerce, ana finally, of 
there engaging in and pursuing all other lawfal 
occupations. 

GRATUITOUS CONCESSIONS. 


Art. 5. —The two contracting parties hereby 
agree that any favor, privilege or immunity 
whatever in mattera§ relating to commerce, 
navigation, travel through or residence in their 
territories or possessions, which either oontract- 
ing party has actually granted or may hereafter 
grant to the cifizens or subjects of any other 
State, shall be extended to the citizens or subjects 
of the other contracting party gratatiously, if the 
concession in favor of that other State shall have 
been gratuitous, and on the same or equivalent 
conditions if the concession shall have been condi- 
tional. 

THE LOWEST TARIFFS. 


Art. 6 —No other or higher duties or charges 
on account of tonnage, light or harbor dues, pilot- 
age, quarantine, salvage in case of damage, or any 
other local charges, shall be imposed in any of the 
ports of the United Mexican States on vessels of 
Japan, or in any of the ports of Japan on Mexican 
vessels there are or may hereafter be payable in 
like oases, in the same ports, on vessels of the 
most favored nation. 


Art.7.- Noother higher duties shall be imposed 
on the importation into the United Mexican States 
of any article the growth, product or manufacture 
of Japan, and reciprocally no other or higher duties 
shall be imposed on the importation into Japan of 
any articles the growth, product or mann- 
facture of the United Mexican Sates than 
are or shall be payable on the importation 
of like articles the growth, product or manu- 
facture of any other foreign country. Nor 
shall any other or higher duties or charges be im- 
posed in the territories or possessions of either 
of the two contracting parties on the exportation 
of any article to the territory or possessions 
of the other than auch as are or may be payable 
on the exportation of the like article to any other 
foreign country. No prohibition shall be im- 
posed on the importation of any article the 
gtowth, product or manufsctare of the territories 
of either of the contracting parties into the 
territories or possessions of the other which 
shal! not equally extend to the like article being 
the growth, product or manufacture of any other 
country. Nor shall any prohibition be imposed 
on the exportation of any article from the ter- 
ritories or possessions of the other which shall 
not equally extend to the exportation of the like 
article to the territories of all other nations. 

JURISDICTION. 

Art 8.- Japanese subjects as well as vessels 
resorting to Mexico or to the territorial waters 
thereof, shall, as long aa they remain there, be- 
subject to the laws of the United Mexican_ 
States and to the jurisdiction of the Mexican 
Courts, and in the same manner citizens of the 
United Mexican States or Mexioan vessels re- 


rorting to Japan and to her territorial waters shall 
| be subject to the lawa of Japan and to the jaris- 
diction of the Imperial Majesty's Court.

Art. 9.—The present treaty shall go into

In reference to your Excellency's instructions respect- 
ing the proper employment of the fund awarded by the Govern- 
ment of the United States to the inhabitants of Tanegashima, 
Kagoshima Prefecture, I already had the honor to acquaint 
Your Excellency in my report No. 184 of the last month, with 
the action I had taken in the matter. Having subsequently 
received a report from the Guncho having jurisdiction over 
the district, I am now able to submit my views on the subject. 

After having carefully considered the conditions of the 
locality , I have arrived at the conclusion that it would be 
practically impossible to carry out the scheme to establish a 
school at a place conveniently accesseble to the children of 
the two interested villages- Ishikimura and Yasukimura, 

These villages are distant about three japanese miles, the 
road leading from one to the other is excessively bad, and 


another village which has no interest in the fund lies between 


them, Under the circumstances, I beg leave to submit, 


that the fund in qhest4@M Bhould be equally divided among the 
two villaces, that the amount so divided should be placed 
under the control of the Chief officer of each village as a 
permanent educational fund by investing it in the Government 


Consolidation Bonds and that only the interest thereof should 


2. 
be used for the purpose of employin= a good teacher in view 
of gradually improving the educational system of the local¢ 
ities. This arrangement will, I confidently believe, prove 
satisfactory in securing the high appreciation of the friend- 
ly spirit of the people of the United States and in strength- 
ening the friendly relations which happily exist between the 
two countries, 

I beg leave to add that it is intended to provide a me- 
morial or tablet in the school of each village, inscribing 
thereon the circumstances under which the fund has been award- 


ed by the Government of the United States.
